Continuation of 1 1 . Regarding claims 1,6,11, and 12, Applicant argued that Aratani does not teach or suggest "sending information to a 
determined information processing apparatus and converting the sending information from the coordinate information into an absolute 
coordinate information of a display region corresponding to the determined information processing apparatus". Examiner does not agree, 
Aratani teaches sending information to a determined information processing apparatus (i.e., sending the coordinate information to the 
corresponding information processing apparatus 1-1 or 1-2 after judging the coordinate of the coordinate input device exists on the display 
area (1-1) or (1-2)) and converting the sending information from the coordinate information into an absolute coordinate information of a 
display region corresponding to the determined information processing apparatus (col. 2, lines 14-36 and col. 9, line 41 to col. 10, line 30). 
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
